ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  COUNTY  MEDICAL  OFFICER  for 

1934. 


This  report,  the  twenty-fourth  of  the  series,  is  an  ordinary  one  as 
distinguished  from  a  survey  one  and  is  drawn  up  along  the  lines 
suggested  in  Circular  1417  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily  and  there  are  no  outstanding  points  to  which  one  need  draw 
particular  attention,  except  the  shortage  of  water  which  became  acute 
in  several  parts  of  the  County  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  This  matter 
is  more  fully  dealt  with  in  the  body  of  the  report  but  I  should  here  like 
to  draw  attention  to  the  need  for  the  conservation  of  rain-water, 
especially  in  those  areas  where  for  a  variety  of  reasons  a  piped-supply 
of  water  is  quite  outside  the  range  of  practical  politics. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Horton  General  Infirmary  for  the  use  of  a  suite  of  rooms 
in  that  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  which  had  hitherto  been  held  at  the  Cadbury  Memorial 
Hall.  One  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Trustees  of  the  Memorial  Hall  for  their  kind  co-operation  during  the 
past  twenty-three  years. 

As  a  result  of  continual  ill-health  Dr.  Pearce,  the  County  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer,  resigned  in  December  of  1934  and  his  place  was  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  N.  J.  England.  Dr.  Pearce  held  his  appoint¬ 
ment  for  some  seventeen  years  and  during  this  time  he  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  development  of  the  Tuberculosis  Service  in  the 
County.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  his  health  will  improve  so  that  he  may 
enjoy  his  well-earned  retirement  for  many  years  to  come. 

A  survey  of  the  Tuberculosis  Service  is  in  the  course  of  preparation 
and  will  be  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  during  the  current 
year. 

I  should  like  to  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  kind  encouragement  and  also  to  Drs. 
Johns,  Campbell  and  Hill  for  their  whole-hearted  co-operation,  and  at 
the  same  time  I  cannot  omit  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  conscientious  work  and  loyalty 
to  me  during  the  past  twelve  months. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  County  is  mainly  agricultural.  A  considerable  number  of  per¬ 
sons  employed  at  works  now  situated  within  Oxford  reside  in  villages 
around  the  City,  within  a  radius  extending  approximately  ten  miles. 

There  are  furniture,  cabinet  and  box  factories  at  Banbury  and  iron 
and  aluminium  works  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Gloving  is  carried  on  in  Woodstock,  Witney  and  Charlbury  Districts. 
Blanket  making  is  a  very  important  industry  at  Witney.  There  are 
cement  works  at  Shipton-on-Cherwell  and  Chinnor. 

The  area  of  the  administrative  county  is  470,808  acres  or  736 
square  miles.  The  estimated  resident  civilian  population  given  by  the 
Registrar  General  is  131,300  at  the  middle  of  1934.  The  rateable 
value  of  the  County  is  £629,778  and  the  product  of  a  penny  rate  is 
£2480  (General  County  Purposes).

\\  ith  regard  to  the  water  supplies  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  County, 
Dr.  A.  J.  Campbell,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  North  Oxon 
Combined  Districts,  reports  as  follows:— 

CHIPPING  NORTON  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH. 

Water.'  The  sources  of  water  supply  are  (1)  a  well  in  limestone  near  the  source 
o±  the  River  Glyme  (2)  springs  in  limestone  at  Old  Chalford.  There  are  three 
covered  storage  reservoirs  ;  there  is  no  filtration  or  chlorination  ;  there  are  two 
pumpmg  stations.  Recently  a  water  tower  has  been  erected,  which  is  30  feet 
higher  than  the  reservoirs  ;  by  this  means  a  better  supply  has  been  obtained  for 
the  higher  parts  of  the  town.  Speaking  generally  the  water  supply  is  of  good 
quality  ,  though,  rather  hard,  and  is  sufficient  for  present  needs. 


WOODSTOCK  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH. 

Water  Supply.  The  Borough  is  now  supplied  from  the  Oxford  City  Water¬ 
works  at  Swmford  Bridge.  These  works  have  a  capacity  of  10,600,000  gallons 
per  day,  although  the  power  to  abstract  water  from  the  River  Thames  is  at 
present  limited  to  an  average  daily  quantity  of  6,000,000  gallons  ;  the  average 
daily  consumption  of  water  from  the  Oxford  City  works  is  2,780,000  gallons  per 
day  there  is  therefore  an  ample  reserve  to  supply  other  areas.  With  its  present 
population  the  Borough  of  Woodstock  requires  approximately  50,000  gallons 
per  day.  A  main  has  been  constructed  from  the  termination  of  the  Oxford  Citv 

mains  at  Five  Mile  Drive  to  Woodstock.  The  work  was  completed  in  November 

1 934. 

WITNEY  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply. 

Present  supply.  The  present  water  supply  is  from  a  deep  well  in  oolite  (depth 
60  feet  augmented  by  a  spring  near  Crawley.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and 
pumped  at  the  rate  of  8000  gallons  per  hour  to  a  water  tower  (376  ft.  high)  in 
the  Burford  Road  which  has  a  storage  capacity  of  60,000  gallons.  Recently  a 
pressure  filter  has  been  installed  close  to  the  River  Windrush, 
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A  bacteriological  examination  shows  that  before  chlorination  13.  Coli  is  present 
in  1  c.c.  and  Streptococci  in  100  c.c.  ;  after  chlorination  both  organisms  arc  absent 
from  100  c.c.  ;  this  indicates  that  chlorination  is  effective  and  necessary. 

Proposed  new  supply.  Owing  to  the  demands  of  the  increasing  population  the 
supply  is  maintained  with  difficulty.  The  Witney  Urban  District  has  therefore 
decided  to  inaugurate  a  new  water  scheme  which  has  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
A.  T.  Green,  Surveyor  to  the  Witney  Urban  District,  the  late  Mr.  C.  J.  Pickering, 
M.Inst.C.E.,  of  Cheltenham,  acting  as  consultant. 

Purification  Plant.  In  the  new  supply  it  is  proposed  to  take  water  from  the 
River  Windrush  at  a  point  of  intake  situated  just  below  Worsham  Mill  in  the 
parish  of  Asthall,  about  4  miles  from  Witney.  The  water  will  flow  into  a  raw  water 
storage  tank  with  a  capacity  of  15  hours  supply  where  clarification  and  coagula¬ 
tion  by  Aluminium  Sulphate  will  take  place  ;  from  this  point  the  clarified  water 
will  gravitate  to  three  filter-beds  (each  150  sq.  feet)  and  will  then  pass  to  the 
chlorinating  plant  after  which  it  will  be  dechlorinated  by  Ammonia  treatment. 
The  water  will  then  be  pumped  to  a  covered  service  reservoir  situated  at  White¬ 
hall — at  a  height  of  402  feet — i.e.  25  feet  higher  than  the  present  water  tower, 
and  with  a  capacity  for  3  days’  storage  ;  from  the  reservoir  it  will  gravitate  to 
the  town  in  12"  mains. 

Average  Consumption.  Including  the  extended  area  the  total  consumption 
of  the  Urban  District  is  190,000  gallons  per  day  (i.e.  37.6  gallons  per  head  of 
population).  The  pumps  will  deliver  27,000  gallons  per  hour,  so  that  in  7  hours 
pumping  190,000  gallons  will  be  supplied.  Gaugings  taken  on  the  River  Windrush 
at  the  point  of  intake  show  that  the  flow  rises  from  13,000,000  to  30,000,000 
gallons  per  day.  The  lowest  gauging  recorded  on  the  Windrush  was  taken  at 
Newbridge  in  1921  (the  driest  year  since  1874)  and  was  found  to  be  6,000,000 
gallons  per  day. 

Chemical  analysis  shows  that  the  water  has  21.5  degrees  of  hardness,  the 
greater  part  of  which  (18.0)  is  due  to  Calcium  Bicarbonate  and  is  therefore  tem¬ 
porary.  Bacteriological  examination  shows  that  B.  Coli  is  present  in  1  c.c.  ; 
this  is  what  would  normally  be  expected  in  river  water  and  should  be  got  rid  of 
easily  by  adequate  filtration  and  chlorination. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  approved  of  the  scheme  and  the  work  is  now 
proceeding. 


BANBURY  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

Water.  There  is  one  water  company  in  the  district  which  supplies  Bloxham, 
Bodicote,  East  and  West  Adderbury  and  Milton. 

Other  villages  having  a  piped  water  supply  are  :  Bourton,  Shenington, 
Wigginton,  part  of  Cropredy,  and  the  hamlet  of  Clifton  in  the  parish  of  Dedding- 
ton. 

The  dry  summers  of  1933  and  1934  caused  severe  shortage  of  water  in  many 
villages.  In  July  1934  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase  a  water  cart  for  the  purpose 
of  conveying  water  to  the  villages  most  seriously  affected  by  the  drought,  viz.  : — 

Barford,  Bourton,  Claydon,  Cropredy,  Deddington,  Drayton,  Horley,  Steeple 
Aston. 

Water  was  carted  from  springs  at  Horley  and  Hornton. 

Adderbury,  East  and  West.  Supplied  by  Bloxham  and  District  Water  Company. 
There  are  two  sources  of  supply  (1)  the  Sore  Brook,  Adderbury — river  water, 
which  of  course  is  liable  to  pollution  ;  it  is  treated  by  Ammonium  Sulphate, 
and  chlorination,  dechlorinated  and  passed  through  a  mechanical  filter. 
Chlorination  appears  to  be  satisfactory  from  the  results  of  analyses.  (2)  A 
wrell  at  Bloxham,  which  is  also  liable  to  pollution  ;  this  is  in  marl  stone  rock, 
35  feet  deep — lined  with  bricks  set  in  cement.  It  is  pumped  to  a  covered 
concrete  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  60,000  gallons.  The  water  is  chlori¬ 
nated  and  is  used  when  the  engines  at  Adderbury  are  resting.  The  Company 
supplies  Adderbury,  East  and  West,  Bloxham,  Bodicote  and  Milton. 

Alkerton.  There  is  a  public  dip  well,  which  is  polluted  ;  there  is  also  a  public 
pump  where  the  water  is  of  satisfactory  quality.  The  position  in  this  village 
is  not  satisfactory. 

Barford  St.  John  and  St.  Michael.  The  position  is  unsatisfactory  ;  there  has  been 
considerable  shortage  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  cart  water  during  the 
year  ;  the  well  at  the  Council  houses  is  polluted. 
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HI  ox  ham  and  Bodicote.  Supplied  by  Bloxham  and  District  Water  Company. 

Bourton.  There  is  a  piped  supply  from  a  ram  for  part  of  the  village  ;  the  over- 
11  ow  is  used  for  cattle.  This  scheme  is  somewhat  primitive  and  not  altogether 
satisfactory  ;  in  normal  times  there  is  shortage  in  the  summer  months,  and 
m  1934  it  was  necessary  to  cart  water  for  three  months  ;  there  are  wells  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  village  which  are  of  doubtful  quality. 

Broughton.  Wells  entirely.  There  was  no  difficulty  till  1934,  when  the  wells 
faded.  A  temporary  supply  was  obtained  from  a  private  spring  which  was, 
how  ever,  probably  below  flood  level — analysis  showed  that  it  was  satis¬ 
factory.  Some  of  the  inhabitants  have  to  carry  water  half  a  mile.  This 
spring  might  possibly  supply  this  parish  and  North  Newington. 

Clay  don.  Public  and  private  wells,  which  were  very  short  in  1934  ;  water  had 
to  be  carted.  Many  of  the  wells  are  polluted  ;  there  is  a  public  well  in  the 
centre  of  the  village  ;  some  of  the  inhabitants  have  to  fetch  water  half  a 
mile.  The  problem  in  this  village  is  very  difficult  as  there  is  no  satisfactory 
source  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Cropredy.  Part  of  the  village  is  supplied  from  a  private  spring  (a  piped  supply), 
which  belongs  to  Brasenose  College,  Oxford.  There  are  also  private  wells,’ 
which  are  satisfactory.  The  position  is  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  although 
water  had  to  be  carted  to  some  cottages  in  1934. 

Drayton.  One  public  well  which  was  short  in  1934  ;  the  well  was  deepened  and 
is  normal  at  the  present  time.  It  was  necessary  to  cart  water  in  1934,  and 
the  supply  was  also  helped  by  a  private  spring.  A  scheme  for  a  public 
supply  from  a  spring  was  prepared  by  the  surveyor  several  years  ago,  but 
it  was  not  approved  by  the  Council. 

Epwell.  There  are  numerous  springs  and  wells  of  satisfactory  quality  ;  there 
has  been  no  shortage  of  water  in  this  village. 

Hanwell.  Private  wells.  A  spring  which  forms  one  of  the  main  sources  of  supply 
failed  last  year.  A  public  supply  is  necessary,  but  it  is  difficult  to  find  a 
source  ;  the  spring  previously  mentioned  is  privately  owned  and  its  source 
is  unknown. 

Hook  Norton.  This  village  has  a  population  of  1200  ;  it  is  supplied  by  wells  and 
a  public  spring  in  the  centre  of  the  village  ;  there  is  also  a  public  pump. 
There  was  no  absolute  shortage  in  1934  ;  both  wells  at  the  Council  houses 
failed  but  improved  after  deepening.  There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  necessity 
of  a  satisfactory  piped  supply  in  this  village,  which  is  the  largest  village  in 
the  North  Oxfordshire  Combined  Districts  without  a  piped  water  supply. 
There  is  a  satisfactory  source  in  a  spring  at  Temple  Mill,  2  miles  away. 

Horley.  The  main  supply  of  the  village  is  an  overflow  from  a  private  supply 
which  is  piped  to  four  standpipes,  and  failed  in  1934  ;  it  was  necessary  to 
cart  water  from  June  to  December  1934  ;  there  is  a  Children’s  Home  in  the 
village  under  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  which  was  very  short  of  water 
last  year.  There  is  a  good  spring  in  ironstone  rock  near  the  village  which 
would  be  suitable  for  a  public  supply  and  has  been  used  for  carting  purposes. 

Hornton.  There  has  been  considerable  shortage  in  1934,  the  village  has  been 
supplied  mainly  by  a  well  at  the  Council  Houses  ;  some  of  the  inhabitants 
had  to  fetch  water  J  mile.  A  pumping  scheme  has  been  prepared  from  a 
spring,  but  it  has  not  yet  received  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

Milcombe.  The  village  well  went  dry  in  1934,  was  deepened  and  failed  again. 
The  difficulty  was  met  by  a  private  spring  belonging  to  Christ  Church. 
The  village  well  meets  the  need  in  normal  times. 

Milton.  Supplied  by  Bloxham  and  District  Water  Company. 

Mollington.  There  is  a  public  well  which  is  polluted  and  a  spring  which  is  satis¬ 
factory  ;  there  was  considerable  shortage  in  1934. 

North  Newington.  There  is  a  public  pump  and  a  dip  well,  which  were  short  in 
1934,  but  the  supply  was  augmented  by  a  private  well. 

South  Newington.  There  are  56  wells  only  one  of  which  failed  in  1934.  A  sample 
taken  from  one  well  was  found  to  be  polluted.  As  a  public  supply,  an 
extension  from  Wigginton  has  been  considered. 

Shenington.  The  present  supply  was  acquired  by  the  Council  from  Oriel 

College.  The  source  is  a  spring  with  a  raising  plant  which  is  a  wind  pump 
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with  an  auxiliary  petrol  engine  and  a  service  reservoir  of  3  days  capacity. 
There  was  considerable  shortage  in  1934.  The  chief  springs  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  are  privately  owned  and  permission  to  use  these  was  refused. 
Gaugings  have  shown  that  with  a  hydrostat  half  the  amount  required  can  be 
obtained  and  if  the  capacity  is  increased  a  sufficient  supply  may  be  obtained  ; 
at  present  the  system  is  being  tested  in  order  to  ascertain  if  it  is  water-tight. 

Shutford,  East  and  West.  Wells  and  springs  ;  some  shortage  in  1934,  but  carting 
was  not  necessary. 

Sibford  Gower  and  Sibford  Ferris.  Present  supply  from  wells,  some  of  which  are 
polluted.  A  pumping  scheme  from  a  spring  is  at  present  in  progress. 

Swalcliffe.  Wells — supply  satisfactory. 

Tadmarton.  Wells. 

Wardington.  Wells,  which  were  short  in  1934.  A  scheme  from  a  deep  bore  is 
being  considered  at  present. 

Wigginton.  Piped  supply  ;  satisfactory. 

Wroxton.  Public  and  private  wells  ;  no  shortage. 

Deddington.  Wells,  several  of  which  are  polluted. 

A  pumping  scheme  is  at  present  in  progress  from  a  spring  near  Duns  Tew, 
which  will  provide  a  piped  supply  for  Deddington,  Hempton  and  Duns  Tew. 

Steeple  Aston.  Springs  mainly  ;  satisfactory  as  a  rule,  but  it  was  necessary  to 
cart  water  in  1934.  There  is  no  known  satisfactory  source  for  a  public 
supply. 

Middle  Aston.  Private  wells  and  springs,  satisfactory. 

North  Aston.  Private  wells  and  springs,  satisfactory. 

SUMMARY. 

Schemes  for  the  provision  of  a  public  water  supply  are  in  progress  for  Dedding¬ 
ton,  Duns  Tew,  Sibford  Ferris  and  Sibford  Gower  and  improvements  to  the  water 
supply  at  Shenington.  Schemes  for  Horley,  Hornton,  Wardington  and  Barford 
are  being  considered.  There  are  still  however  many  villages  in  which  the  position 
as  regards  water  supply  is  far  from  satisfactory — Alkerton,  Bourton,  Broughton, 
Claydon,  Hanwell,  Hook  Norton,  Mollington,  South  Newington  and  Steeple 
Aston. 

Many  of  the  village  wells  are  polluted — -out  of  21  samples  submitted  for  chemical 
examination  in  1934,  8  were  definitely  unfit  for  drinking.  At  Claydon  and  Steeple 
Aston  there  is  no  known  satisfactory  source  for  a  public  supply.  One  of  the 
difficulties  is  that  the  district  is  entirely  off  the  water  bearing  strata,  and  on 
attempting  to  sink  wells  varying  depths  of  blue  clay  amounting  to  hundreds  of 
feet  in  some  cases  are  found.  In  the  majority  of  the  schemes  suggested  the  sources 
are  springs  of  varying  size  which  generally  give  an  unpolluted  water  supply 
which  can  be  readily  utilized  without  filtration  or  chlorination. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  At  present  there  are  public  sewers  with  sewage 
disposal  works  in  the  following  parishes  : — 

East  and  West  Adderbury,  Bloxham,  Bodicote,  Steeple  Aston,  Wardington 
and  Bourton. 

Deddington.  Present  scheme.  The  present  sewers  are  defective  in  construction 
and  discharge  at  five  different  points  in  the  village,  some  of  them  continuing  as 
ditches  or  open  sewers  ultimately  discharging  into  streams.  Two  of  these  dis¬ 
charges  have  been  the  subject  of  complaint  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 
The  sewers  are  leaking  badly  ;  at  several  of  the  outfalls  no  discharge  is  apparent 
although  the  system  is  in  full  use.  With  such  leaky  sewers  there  is  grave  risk  of 
polluting  the  wells  of  the  village  which  form  the  only  water  supply.  A  number 
of  samples  of  drinking  water  submitted  for  analysis  have  shown  evidence  of 
pollution  ;  a  public  well  in  New  Street  became  seriously  polluted  with  sewage 
in  1933. 

The  present  sewers  are  devoid  of  ventilation  and  there  are  no  inspection 
chambers  on  the  system. 

There  are  286  houses  in  the  village  practically  all  of  which  have  a  connection 
with  the  existing  sewerage  system  ;  13  have  water  closets  ;  260  have  pail  closets 
and  the  remaining  13  have  middens.  46  houses  have  no  back  entrance  and  there¬ 
fore  contents  of  pail  closets  have  to  be  carried  through  the  house  for  the  purpose 
of  emptying. 
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Proposed  New  Scheme.  All  the  existing  sewers  east  of  the  main  Oxford _ 

nan  bury  road  will  be  retained  to  carry  off  surface  water  from  the  roads.  A  new 
sewerage  system  with  inspection  chambers  will  be  provided.  Pumping  by 
centrifugal  pumps  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  deal  adequately  with  the  low- 
lying  parts  of  the  village. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  purification  works  at  a  point  about  600  yards  to  the 
south-east  of  the  village.  The  works  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  and  screens 
sedimentation  tanks  and  downward  filtration.  The  sewage  will  be  delivered  on 
to  the  filter  bed  by  automatic  syphon  to  a  revolving  sprinkler.  The  works  are 
capable  of  dealing  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  20,000  gallons  per  day  on  the  esti- 
mated  future  population  of  1000  inhabitants.  It  is  proposed  to  purchase  3  acres 
of  fand  for  the  works  ;  this  will  allow  for  what  area  may  be  required  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  to  the  effluent  by  land  irrigation,  should  this  be  necessary. 

The  scheme  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  work 
will  shortly  be  commenced. 

Bodicote.  The  existing  sewage  disposal  works  were  constructed  in  1902,  but 
are  now  no  longer  satisfactory,  as  the  effluent  has  been  reported  on  unfavourably 
on  several  occasions  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board.  The  water  supply  to 
Adderbury  is  derived  from  the  stream  into  which  the  effluent  discharges  at  a 
pomt  1*  miles  from  the  sewage  outfall  ;  it  is  important,  therefore,  that  a  satis¬ 
factory  effluent  should  be  produced. 

The  Council,  therefore,  instructed  the  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  for  a  new 
sewage  disposal  works. 

It  was  proposed  to  construct  the  new  works  on  the  present  site  at  Bodicote. 

They  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  screens,  sedimentation  tanks,  on  the  Dortmund 
principle,  and  downward  filtration.  The  sewage  will  be  delivered  on  to  filter 
beds  by  automatic  syphons  to  revolving  sprinklers.  The  works  are  capable  of 
dealing  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  23,400  gallons. 

The  scheme  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  work 
is  now  practically  completed. 

Closet  Accommodation.  During  the  year  there  have  been  no  conversions  from 
the  conservancy  system  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

Scavenging .  Monthly  scavenging  schemes  for  the  collection  of  household  refuse 
aie  m  operation  at  Claydon,  Cropredy,  Hornton  and  Bourton. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the  number  of 
premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I.

Water  Supply.  There  is  one  Water  Company  in  the  district  which  supplies 

the  parish  of  Chari  bury. 

Other  parishes  which  have  a  piped  Water  Supply  are  : _ 

Ascot-under- Wychwood,  Milton-under- Wychwood,  Chadlington,  Chilson 

Churchill,  Salford,  Enstone  (part),  Finstock  (part),  Fifield,  Idbury,  Heythrop 
part),  Leafield,  Lyneham,  Over  Norton,  Shipton-under- Wychwood,  Spelsburv 

(one  stand  pipe),  Swerford  (part).  J 

The  following  is  a  review  of  the  conditions  in  each  parish  : — 

Ascot-under-Wychwood.  Piped  supply  from  springs  which  has  been  satisfactory 
and  sufficient. 

Blenheim  Park.  The  Palace  and  other  property  have  a  private  supply  from  a 
shallow  well  (Fair  Rosamund’s  Well)  which  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bruern.  Most  of  the  houses  supplied  from  Bruern  Abbey  supply  ;  and  there 
appears  to  be  no  shortage. 

Chadlington.  Piped  supply  from  springs  ;  no  shortage  in  1934. 

Charlbury.  Supplied  by  Charlbury  Water  Company  :  from  springs  in  oolite  * 
service  reservoir  45,000  gallons  ;  there  has  been  no  shortage. 

Chilson.  This  village  has  a  small  piped  system,  and  an  ample  water  supply  is 
available. 

Churchill.  Piped  supply  from  springs,  which  was  very  low  during  1933  and  1934, 
necessitating  turning  off  the  water  for  several  hours  during  the  day  :  in 
normal  years  the  supply  to  this  village  is  sufficient. 
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Coombe.  Private  wells,  many  of  which  failed  in  1934.  This  parish  could  possibly 
be  supplied  by  the  Finstock  and  Stonesfield  scheme. 

Cornbury  Park.  Most  of  the  houses  have  piped  supplies  from  the  Mansion’s 
private  waterworks. 

Cornwell.  Private  supplies  from  a  ram  which  appear  to  be  satisfactory. 

Enstone.  Most  of  the  hamlets  in  this  village  have  their  own  private  piped  supplies. 
A  small  scheme  was  recently  carried  out  at  Road  Enstone  to  supply  cottages 
there  which  were  badly  off.  At  Church  Enstone,  the  storage  tank  recently 
provided  at  the  fountain  has  helped  considerably  although  in  some  cases  the 
inhabitants  have  to  carry  water  distances  of  a  hundred  yards  or  so.  The 
private  scheme  at  Woodford,  recently  completed,  acts  satisfactorily. 

Fawler.  Present  supply  from  private  wells.  A  new  supply  will  be  provided 
from  the  scheme  which  is  adopted  for  Finstock. 

Fifield.  Piped  supply. 

Glympton.  One  stand-pipe  is  provided  in  the  village.  The  supply  is  low  but 
sufficient  water  is  available  for  drinking  purposes  ;  for  other  uses  water  has 
to  be  carried  from  the  River  Glyme  which  runs  through  the  village. 

Great  Tew.  The  houses  in  the  higher  part  of  the  village  have  private  wells  while 
those  lower  down  draw  their  water  from  a  private  tank  ;  there  seems  to  be 
no  shortage. 

Hensington  Without.  Some  of  the  houses  in  the  northern  end  of  the  parish  have 
water  laid  on  from  the  Borough  of  Woodstock  ;  arrangements  were  made 
during  the  year  for  these  houses  to  be  supplied  from  Oxford  City  Waterworks, 
which  has  provided  the  new  supply  for  the  Borough  of  Woodstock.  The 
remaining  parts  of  the  parish  are  supplied  by  private  wells.  In  the  southern 
portion  a  few  of  the  wells  have  failed,  and  water  is  being  carried  from  the 
public  fountain  at  Bladon.  There  was,  however,  no  serious  shortage  until 
later  in  the  year.  Oxford  City  propose  supplying  this  part  also. 

Heythrop.  Private  wells,  which  seem  to  be  satisfactory. 

Idbury.  The  hamlets  of  Bould  and  Foscote  have  private  supplies  and  one  public 
well,  which  have  held  out.  At  Idbury  village,  there  is  a  shortage,  and  water 
can  only  be  turned  on  from  the  reservoir  for  two  or  three  hours  on  alternate 
days.  The  fixing  of  an  auxiliary  engine  has  been  suggested  to  improve 
matters. 

Kiddington.  Piped  supply  from  wells. 

Feafield.  Piped  supply  from  springs  ;  there  has  been  no  shortage. 

Tittle  Tew.  Several  wells  and  a  small  private  piped  system.  Some  of  the  wells 
have  failed  and  a  few  of  the  cottagers  have  to  go  some  distance  for  water  but 
there  has  been  no  serious  shortage. 

Fyneham.  Piped  supply  from  spring.  Since  the  pipes  were  cleared  in  1933  there 
has  been  no  complaint. 

Milton-under -Wychwood.  Piped  supply  from  springs.  New  pipes  of  larger 
diameter  have  been  laid  recently.  The  springs  are  low,  but  on  the  whole 
there  has  been  no  serious  shortage. 

Over  Norton.  Springs  in  oolite  ;  piped  supply  from  a  ram  with  an  auxiliary 
engine.  The  springs  have  dropped  and  the  engine  has  to  be  worked  daily, 
but  a  full  supply  is  being  maintained  in  the  village. 

Great  Rollright.  This  village  is  very  badly  off  for  water,  as  most  of  the  wells  have 
failed.  There  is  a  good  spring  in  a  field  below  the  village,  which  is  running 
at  5  gallons  per  minute.  The  Council  have  considered  providing  a  pumping 
scheme  from  this  spring,  but  the  matter  has  been  deferred  meantime. 

Rousham.  Private  supply  which  seems  to  be  satisfactory. 

Salford.  Piped  supply  from  spring,  normally  satisfactory,  but  rather  short 
during  1933-34,  especially  in  the  houses  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  village. 
An  additional  spring  picked  up  in  October  1934,  and  the  supply  is  now 
satisfactory. 

Sandford  St.  Martin.  Several  private  supplies  and  one  private  well.  Some  of 
the  wells  have  failed,  but  there  is  no  serious  shortage. 

Sarsden.  Private  supplies,  which  are  satisfactory.

Wychwood.  The  most  populous  part  of  the  parish  is  supplied  from  the  Leafield 
mams. 

Chastleton.  Private  piped  supply  to  a  standpipe  in  the  village. 

Spelsbury.  Private  supply  from  springs  ;  the  water  is  raised  to  a  fountain  in 
the  centre  of  the  village. 

Kmgham.  This  village  is  dependent  on  one  public  and  several  private  wells 
many  of  which  failed  m  1933,  although  in  1934  conditions  were  not  quite 
so  bad  ;  m  normal  summers  several  wells  usually  go  dry.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  water  should  be  pumped  from  a  spring  at  the  Partridge 
Cover  near  Chadhngton  to  a  large  reservoir  at  Sarsden  Pillars,  and  the  water 
gravitated  to  Kmgham,  Churchill  and  the  other  villages  on  the  western  side 
of  the  district.  The  spring  in  the  Partridge  Cover  usually  gauges  about  200 
gallons  per  minute,  although  m  October  1933  it  was  as  low  as  26  gallons  per 
mmVte ’’  thls  would  still  be  sufficient  to  supply  these  villages,  but  the  scheme 
would  be  an  expensive  one.  Other  possible  sources  which  have  been  sug¬ 
gested  are  from  the  overflow  at  Sarsden  House,  which  is  not  sufficient  •  this 

n°T  fnf?  ies  s<rveral  farms,  Kingham  Junction  and  the  Hotel,  and  in  ’ 1933 
and  1934  was  just  sufficient  for  this.  Springs  at  Cornwell  and  Daylesford 
have  also  been  investigated  but  have  not  proved  sufficient. 

F instock.  Population  424. 

Present  supply.  Three  private  wells.  Three  public  wells.

£:  •  ,ppe.°f^r  public  well  does  not  fail  altogether  but  gets  very  low  and  is  not 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  residents  in  the  south-east  end  of  the  village. 

The  private  supply  to  Finstock  House  and  Manor  Farm  forms  part  of  the 
Cornbury  Park  system,  and  although  it  was  very  low  last  autumn  it  did  not 
actually  fail.  The  other  private  wells  give  out  very  quickly. 

Water  was  carted  from  Fawler  Mill  from  October  1933  to  April  1934. 

Various  schemes  for  a  piped  supply  to  the  village  have  been  formulated  during 
the  last  seven  or  eight  years  but  for  various  reasons — mainly  owing  to  excessive 
cost — they  were  not  proceeded  with. 
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Stonesfield.  Population  492. 

Present  supply.  Many  private  wells,  most  of  which  failed  in  1933. 

A  small  piped  supply  from  Ruddy  Well,  to  a  small  tank  and  standpipe.  Several 
houses  on  the  western  side  of  the  village  depend  on  this  supply  which  failed  in 
1933.  Water  had  to  be  carried  from  Fawler  Mill  from  October  1933  to  March  1934. 

Proposed  new  supply.  It  is  proposed  to  utilise  a  spring  situated  at  the  old 
disused  ironstone  mines  near  Fawler  to  supply  both  villages.  It  runs  out  from  a 
culvert  two  or  three  yards  away  from  the  River  Evenlode  ;  it  is  proposed  to 
trace  it  back  for  10  yards  to  avoid  pollution  from  the  River  in  flood  times  ;  a 
collecting  tank  of  1000  gallons  is  to  be  formed. 

The  daily  requirements  which  are  based  on  12  gallons  per  person  to  : — 
Finstock  5088  and  Stonesfield  5901.  Total  10,992  gallons. 

The  minimum  yield  of  the  spring  is  28,800  gallons  per  day,  while  the  normal 
llow  ranges  between  78  and  200  gallons  per  minute. 

The  water  would  be  pumped  by  electrical  pumping  to  two  reservoirs,  one  above 
Finstock  (550  feet)  and  one  above  Stonesfield  (420  feet).  The  reservoirs  would 
have  a  capacity  equal  to  4  days’  supply,  that  at  Finstock  holding  20,300  gallons 
and  at  Stonesfield  23,600  gallons.  The  water  would  be  conveyed  by  distributing 
mains  from  these  two  points  to  supply  both  villages. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  approved  of  the  scheme,  but  have  suggested  that 
a  deep  bore  should  be  made  200  yards  from  the  site  of  the  spring  as  the  latter  is 
liable  to  pollution  in  time  of  flood. 


SUMMARY. 

Schemes  are  at  present  in  progress  for  Finstock,  Stonesfield,  Fawler,  Steeple 
Barton  ;  a  scheme  is  also  being  prepared  for  Upper  Shipton.  Other  villages 
requiring  consideration  in  the  near  future  are  Great  Rollright,  Wootton,  Coombe 
and  Kingham. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  following  villages  are  wholly  sewered  and  are 
equipped  with  sewage  disposal  works  : — 

Charlbury,  Churchill,  Fifield,  Milton-under-Wychwood,  Kingham,  Shipton- 
under-Wychwood. 

Parts  of  the  following  parishes  are  sewered,  with  a  small  sewage  disposal  works 
in  each  case  : — 

Ascott-under-Wychwood,  Chadlington,  Chilson,  Coombe,  Idbury  and  Salford. 

Closet  Accommodation.  With  exception  of  the  parishes  above  mentioned,  and 
the  larger  houses,  which  have  cesspools,  the  accommodation  is  mainly  on  the 
conservancy  system.  There  were  8  conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system 
during  the  year. 

Scavenging.  In  August  1932  a  scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council  whereby 
a  monthly  collection  of  tins  and  hardware  is  made  from  all  the  large  villages  in 
the  district  (except  where  such  arrangements  already  existed),  and  a  quarterly 
collection  in  the  smaller  villages  and  hamlets.  So  far  the  arrangement  has 
worked  very  well,  and  has  obviated  littering  of  the  surrounding  country  with 
refuse  to  a  considerable  extent.  Old  stone  pits  have  been  obtained  as  dumps, 
each  dump  serving  for  one  to  four  villages. 


WITNEY  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

Water.  The  Burford  Water  Works  Co.  Ltd.,  supplies  Burford,  parts  of  Upton 
and  Signet  and  parts  of  Fulbrook. 

The  following  parishes  also  have  a  piped  water  supply  : — 

Astell  Leigh  (part),  Bampton,  Eynsham,  Little  Faringdon,  Filkins  (Council 
Houses),  Langford,  Ramsden,  South  Leigh  (part),  North  Leigh  (part),  Swinbrook, 
Taynton. 

There  are  many  parts  of  the  district  in  which  the  existing  water  supplies  are 
far  from  adequate  and  the  shortage  has  been  accentuated  by  the  dry  summers  of 
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1933  and  1934.  The  Council  have  therefore  decided  to  obtain  a  supply  for  certain 
villages  from  the  new  Witney  Urban  District  reservoir  at  Worsham,  and  the 
scheme  has  at  the  time  of  writing  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
the  villages  included  are  :  Ramsden,  Hailey,  North  Leigh,  Long  Handborough, 
Church  Handborough,  Freeland,  Crawley,  Minster  Lovell,  Charterville  Estate 
Lrize  Norton,  Bampton,  Black  Bourton,  Carterton,  Shilton,  Curbridge  Clan- 
field,  Lew  and  South  Leigh.  6 

is  a  report  on  the  conditions  which  exist  at  present  in  these 

villages : — 

Crawley.  The  supply  consists  mainly  of  a  spring  and  shallow  wells.  Many  of 
the  inhabitants  have  to  carry  water  distances  from  150  yards  up  to  1  mile. 
I  he  supply  in  many  of  the  wells  is  very  deficient  ;  some  are  dry  and  others 
grossly  polluted.  A  bacteriological  examination  of  a  well  in  the  west  end 
of  the  village  showed  that  it  was  polluted  with  sewage  and  B.  Coli  was  present 
in  10  c.c.  ^ 

Minster  Lovell.  Many  cottages  have  no  supply  and  have  to  fetch  water  from 
other  wells  :  in  some  cases  it  is  necessary  to  carry  water  £  mile.  Most  of  the 
wells  in  the  village  were  practically  dry  in  1934.  There  is  a  private  well 
which  is  satisfactory  at  present  and  yields  600  gallons  per  hour.  Some  of 
the  cottagers  fetch  water  from  the  river  as  they  have  no  supply.  The 
cottages  on  the  Charterville  allotments  have  rain  water  tanks  as  their  sole 
source  of  supply  as  wells  here  would  have  to  be  100  feet  deep. 

There  are  some  shallow  wells  at  Bushy  Ground — of  poor  quality. 

The  cottages  at  Grove  Farm  are  short  of  water.  The  supply  at  the  school 
is  totally  inadequate  and  water  has  to  be  fetched  from  the  river. 

Brize  Norton.  The  village  is  mainly  supplied  by  shallow  wells  in  cornbrash. 
Some  are  dry  and  others  totally  inadequate.  The  school  and  the  schoolhouse 
have  no  water  supply  and  are  entirely  dependent  on  rain  water  from  the 
roofs  and  what  they  can  obtain  from  neighbouring  cottages.  An  inn, 
which  has  its  own  well,  also  supplies  about  8  cottages  in  the  neighbourhood  ; 
a  chemical  examination  of  this  well  showed  evidence  of  sewage  pollution, 
the  supply  in  the  east  end  of  the  village  is  from  two  wells,  and  is  very 
deficient  in  quantity.  Two  other  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis  from 
wells  in  the  village  showed  evidence  of  pollution. 

Hailey.  In  Delly  End  the  shallow  wells  are  all  very  deficient  :  some  of  the 
cottages  have  no  water  supply  at  all.  A  sample  from  a  well  at  Delly  Green 
shows  that  the  well  is  heavily  polluted  with  sewage  and  unfit  for  drinking. 

At  the  inn  rain  water  is  used  for  drinking  purposes  as  there  is  no  other 
supply. 

In  the  main  part  of  the  village  (Middle  town),  most  of  the  cottages  depend 
on  two  wells  ;  one  of  these  is  polluted  with  sewage  and  unfit  for  drinking 
The  school  has  only  rain  water  and  what  can  be  obtained  from  the  cottages 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

At  Poffley  End  some  of  the  cottages  have  no  supply  at  all,  while  others 
are  very  deficient.  At  New  Yatt  though  the  wells  are  as  a  rule  sufficient  in 
quantity,  many  are  polluted.  A  sample  taken  from  a  well  at  a  bakehouse 
there  was  found  to  be  heavily  polluted  with  sewage  and  excessively  hard. 

North  Leigh.  Most  of  the  cottages  at  New  Yatt  have  no  wells  at  all  and  those 
with  wells  state  that  the  water  cannot  be  used  owing  to  its  muddy  state. 
Sometimes  it  is  necessary  for  the  inhabitants  to  go  over  a  mile  for  drinking 
water.  A  sample  taken  from  the  well  at  the  Post  Office  shows  that  the  water 
is  grossly  polluted  with  sewage  and  unfit  for  drinking.  From  the  top  of  the 
hill  to  the  church  the  supply  is  very  short,  two  of  the  wells  are  said  to  have 
enough,  the  others  being  dry.  During  periods  of  shortage  the  people  in  this 
part  of  the  village  were  buying  water.  The  Vicarage  and  the  School  are 
without  water.  The  “  Town  Well  ”  is  dry  and  the  people  have  to  go  to  the 
pump  near  Eynsham  Hall  gates,  a  distance  of  over  £  mile. 

At  east  end,  North  Leigh,  there  are  at  least  14  cottages  without  sufficient 
supply,  the  wells  either  being  dry  or  extremely  low.  The  remainder  have 
enough  for  their  own  use  only. 
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Handborough.  From  Shepherd's  Hall  Inn  to  Red  City,  supply  is  sufficient. 
From  the  Red  City  to  Freeland  wells  are  said  to  have  held  out  fairly  well, 
but  in  two  or  three  cases  are  very  low  ;  two  of  the  wells  ran  dry.  A  sample 
taken  at  Freeland  was  satisfactory. 

From  the  station  through  the  village  to  Millwood  End,  a  few  of  the  wells 
have  been  sufficient.  Along  the  main  street  some  of  the  wells  were  very 
low  ;  and  several  of  the  cottages  were  without  a  supply  of  drinking  water. 
Two  samples  taken  from  this  part  of  the  village  showed  evidence  of  pollution. 

Black  Bourton.  The  cottages  on  the  Alvescot  road  have  wells  which  are  said  to 
have  held  out.  A  well  at  an  inn  was  very  low  and  an  analysis  proved  it  to 
be  polluted.  Higher  up  in  the  village  the  wells  are  stated  to  have  gone  dry. 

Carterton.  All  the  wells  are  very  low  and  the  people  in  the  village  are  dependent 
on  rain  water.  A  sample  taken  from  a  well  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

Speaking  generally  the  village  is  very  short  of  water. 

Shilton.  There  are  not  many  wells  in  this  village,  but  a  public  pump  to  a  well 
near  the  brook  is  provided.  A  sample  from  this  source  proved  to  be  satis¬ 
factory  on  analysis. 

Lew.  The  village  is  generally  short  and  the  cottagers  state  they  are  dependent 
on  the  neighbouring  farms. 

Curbridge.  The  wells  of  the  cottages  in  this  village  have  been  very  low  ;  many 
are  dry.  Drinking  water  has  to  be  used  very  sparingly  and  rain  water  for 
other  purposes. 

Ramsden.  There  is  a  small  supply  to  stand-pipes  in  the  village  ;  the  water  is 
turned  on  once  a  week  during  the  summer  and  twice  a  week  during  the 
winter.  Some  of  the  wells  are  very  low. 

South  Leigh.  Most  of  the  cottages  in  the  main  street  receive  water  from  College 
Farm  supply  which,  it  is  stated,  was  very  low  during  the  summer  months. 
On  Church  Green  the  wells  went  dry  and  on  Witney  Road  the  wells  were 
also  very  short. 

High  Coggs.  The  cottages  are  dependent  on  rain  water. 

Bampton.  The  present  supply  is  from  a  deep  well,  which  began  to  fail  in  the 
drought  of  1921,  and  has  been  insufficient  ever  since  ;  at  the  present  time 
the  supply  is  only  sufficient  for  a  part  of  the  day. 

SUMMARY  AND  GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  apparent  that  : — 

1.  The  majority  of  the  villages  in  the  district  are  supplied  by  shallow  wells — 
always  an  unsatisfactory  source  of  supply  as  they  are  liable  to  surface  pollution. 
In  the  majority  of  instances  this  source  of  supply  has  either  completely  failed, 
or  is  at  least  partially  inadequate. 

2.  Samples  from  typical  wells  in  the  various  villages  under  consideration 
have  been  taken  for  chemical  analysis  during  the  last  three  months.  Out 
of  14  typical  samples  taken  for  chemical  analysis  only  two,  one  at  Freeland  and 
one  at  Shilton,  were  considered  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes. 

3.  In  a  great  many  instances  the  inhabitants  are  entirely  dependent  on  rain 
water,  which  while  it  may  be  satisfactory  for  washing  purposes  is  not  as  a  rule 
satisfactory  for  drinking,  as  it  is  liable  to  contamination. 

4.  Few  of  the  schools  in  the  district  have  a  satisfactory  supply  of  water — in 
the  majority  of  instances  they  are  dependent  on  rain  water  and  what  they  are 
able  to  borrow  from  the  villagers. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  conditions  in  other  parishes  outside  the  general 
scheme  : — - 

Alvescot.  Shallow  wells. 

Asthall.  Shallow  well,  deficient  in  quantity. 

Asthall  Leigh.  Gravitation  supply  from  Fordwells. 

Bladon.  Wells  and  springs  :  some  of  the  inhabitants  have  to  carry  water  dis¬ 
tances  of  200  yards  or  so.  It  has  been  proposed  to  extend  the  Oxford  City 
mains  to  include  Bladon. 
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Broadwell.  Water  supply  from  spring  conveyed  to  the  village  by  pipes,  and  also 
from  a  few  shallow  wells. 

Burford.  Supplied  by  Burford  Water  Company.  Source  is  a  spring,  from  which 
the  water  is  pumped  to  a  reservoir  of  120,000  gallons  capacity.  There  has 
been  no  shortage. 

Cassington.  Shallow  wells,  adequate  ;  could  be  supplied  by  Oxford  City  if 
necessary. 

Eynsham.  Public  piped  supply  from  a  well  in  gravel  pumped  to  a  water  tower  ‘ 
adequate  and  satisfactory. 

Filkins.  Supplied  by  shallow  wells  ;  Council  houses  have  a  piped  supply  from 
a  private  spring. 

Fulbrook.  Piped  supply  from  a  spring.  Adequate  except  in  dry  summers  ; 
failed  in  1933  and  1934.  It  has  been  proposed  that  Fulbrook  should  be 
supplied  by  the  Burford  Water  Company. 

Langford.  Artesian  well  which  provides  a  piped  supply  for  practically  all  the 
houses. 

Standlake.  Shallow  wells. 

Stanton  Harcourt.  Shallow  wells. 

Swinbrook.  Piped  supply  from  a  spring. 

Taynton.  Piped  supply  from  a  spring. 

Upton  and  Signet.  Supplied  partly  by  Burford  Water  Company  and  partly  by 
shallow  wells. 


With  regard  to  the  Southern  part  of  the  County  the  position,  briefly, 
is  as  follows  : — • 

THE  URBAN  AREAS  OF  BICESTER,  HENLEY-ON-THAMES 

AND  THAME. 

The  public  supplies  are  abundant  and  good. 

BULLINGDON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

The  public  mains  (Oxford  Corporation)  have  been  and  are  being  extended  to 
Holton,  Wheatley  and  Sandford-on-Thames.  Shortage  of  water  has  been  ex¬ 
perienced  at  Brightwell  and  Britwell  (Uperton),  and  carting  of  water  is  necessary. 
The  provision  of  a  proper  supply  to  these  places  is  receiving  consideration. 

HENLEY  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

There  was  a  shortage  at  Swyncombe,  Russell’s  Water,  and  Maidensgrove 
It  has  been  agreed  to  extend  the  mains  to  Swyncombe  parish. 

PLOUGHLEY  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

The  Southern  portion  of  this  District,  the  most  difficult  and  urgent,  has  been 
dealt  with  by  extension  of  mains  (Oxford  Corporation). 

An  extension  of  the  mains  from  Blackthorn  village  to  supply  the  village  of 
Arncott  is  under  consideration. 
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PROPAGANDA. 

During  the  year  the  Oxfordshire  Federation  of  Women’s  Institutes 
undertook  propaganda  work  in  connection  with  Child  Welfare  and  made 
arrangements  for  the  use  of  the  Child  Welfare  Travelling  Exhibition 
loaned  from  the  National  Council  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  co-operated  in  this  work  which 
was  an  unqualified  success.  This  was  in  a  large  part  due  to  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Dalgliesh,  of  Witney,  upon  whose  shoulders  fell  the 
major  portion  of  the  work  of  organization. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  exhibition  was  productive  of  much  good 
and  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  those  con¬ 
cerned  for  the  work  which  they  did.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


Most  of  the  County  is  covered  by  Nursing  Associations  which  are 
nearly  all  affiliated  to  the  County  Federation.  There  is  complete  co¬ 
operation  between  the  officers  of  the  Federation  and  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  department  with  the  result  that  over-lapping  and 
duplication  of  effort  are  completely  eliminated.  In  order  to  increase 
efficiency  the  County  Council  has  asked  the  Federation  wherever 
possible,  to  consider  the  question  of  amalgamation  of  small  District 
Nursing  Associations  and  this  policy  has  been  pursued.  Many  of  the 
proposed  amalgamations  will  necessitate  the  provision  of  small  motor 
cars  for  the  nurses  if  the  work  is  to  be  done  expeditiously  and  econo¬ 
mically,  in  fact  one  can  go  as  far  as  to  say  that  unless  such  means  of 
locomotion  are  provided  many  of  the  proposed  amalgamations  cannot 
remain  other  than  paper  schemes. 

Grants  to  Associations  are  made  by  the  Council  principally  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  provision  of  Midwifery  Services  and  the  allocation  of 
such  monies  is  made  by  a  small  joint  committee  composed  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Federation.  A  further 
sum  of  £211  previously  granted  by  Boards  of  Guardians  is  provided 
for  nursing  in  the  home.  £40  set  aside  for  equipment  and  a  further 
£50  is  given  towards  the  salary  of  the  County  Nursing  Superintendent. 
A  sum  of  £120  is  allowed  as  a  provisional  grant  for  the  training  of 
Midwives. 

No  arrangements  are  made  by  the  Council  for  the  nursing  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases.

There  is  a  midwifery  service  for  the  whole  County  provided  either 
by  private  midwives  or  through  Local  Nursing  Associations  with  the 
exception  of  the  Borough  of  Henley-on-Thames  where  a  County 
Council  midwife  is  employed. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  County  is  123. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Arrangements  exist  for  all  bacteriological  work  to  be  carried  out 
at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  Oxford, 
and  during  the  year  261  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  of  this  number  43  were  found  to 
be  positive.  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  County  make  arrange¬ 
ments  with  private  laboratories  for  the  examination  of  throat  swabs 
for  the  diagnosis  of  diphtheria,  and  of  blood  for  enteric  fever. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
Act  are  sent  to  the  National  Institute  for  Research  in  Dairying,  Shin- 
field,  Reading.  Samples  of  food,  including  milk,  are  sent  to  the 
County  Analysts  for  the  detection  of  adulteration  or  impurities. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  under  the 
Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act  1927.  There  were  7  homes  on  the 
register  during  the  year.

The  Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  had  acted  as  guardian  ad 
litem  in  9  cases.  Adoption  Orders  were  made  in  8  cases  and  an  interim 
order  in  one  case. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Eight  maternal  deaths  were  notified  during  the  year  making  a  total 
rate  of  4.25  per  1000  live  births.  This  compares  favourably  with  the 
rate  for  1933  which  was  4.7.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  W  ales  for  1934  was  4.6  per  1000  live  births. 

In  all  ten  deaths  of  mothers  were  enquired  into  and  of  these  two 
were  considered  to  be  due  primarily  to  causes  other  than  puerperal. 

The  services  of  a  consultant  are  available  in  cases  of  difficult  labour 
and  during  the  year  such  services  were  made  use  of  in  connection  with 
4  cases.  Sterilised  maternity  outfits  are  provided  for  patients  where  in 
the  opinion  of  the  midwife  in  attendance  such  provision  is  desirable. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  public  conscience  has  been  profoundly 
stirred  in  connection  with  the  problem  of  maternal  mortality  and  every 
effort  of  a  public  and  private  nature  is  being  made  to  lessen  the  mater¬ 
nal  mortality  rate.  One  now  wonders  whether  any  further  good  will 
ensue  as  a  result  of  the  continued  reiteration  in  the  lay  and  professional 
press.,  of  the  possible  dangers  of  motherhood.  One  suspects  that  this 
propaganda  has  done  much  to  instil  fear  of  childbirth  into  many 
young  married  women.  This  is  not  a  very  happy  way  of  entering  upon 
what  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  will  terminate  in  a  perfectly  normal 
physiological  manner. 

Under  the  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations  the 
services  of  a  consultant  and  hospital  accommodation  are  available. 
In  this  connection  a  consultant  was  called  in  on  one  occasion  during 
the  year. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Motor  Ambulances  for  accident  and  non-infectious  cases  are 
maintained  at  Banbury,  Witney,  Woodstock,  Watlington,  Bicester, 
Henley-on-Thames  and  Chipping  Norton  by  the  Red  Cross  Society  and 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  at  Oxford  by  the  City  of  Oxford 
Authority  who  grant  facilities  wherever  possible.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER  1926. 

On  three  occasions,  as  compared  with  six  during  the  previous  year, 
notices  were  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  other 
Authorities  that  living  tubercle  bacilli  had  been  found  in  milk  produced 
in  this  County. 

In  each  case  instructions  were  given  to  the  County  Veterinary 
Inspector  to  make  the  necessary  clinical  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  at 
the  farm  from  which  the  milk  was  stated  to  have  been  received. 

Inspectors  take  separate  samples  of  milk  from  animals  suspected 
on  clinical  grounds  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  disease  of  the 
udder  and  bulk  samples  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd. 

The  investigation  is  often  a  prolonged  process,  animal  inoculation 
taking  six  weeks  for  a  result  to  be  obtained.  Where  a  bulk  sample 
remains  positive  further  visits  from  the  Veterinary  Inspector  are 
necessary  and  detection  of  the  infected  animal  is  delayed  for  a  further 
period  of  six  weeks. 

In  no  case  was  the  supply  of  milk  stopped  from  the  whole  of  the 
herd.  In  all  cases,  however,  the  milk  was  stopped  from  suspected 
individual  cows  and  in  cases  where  a  sample  of  milk  from  a  small 
number  of  cows  in  a  particular  shed  has  proved  to  be  positive. 
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During  the  year  the  Inspector  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs  Act  took 
87  samples  of  milk  produced  and  offered  for  sale  within  the  County. 
In  two  cases  living  tubercle  bacilli  were  found.

A  sample  of  milk  procured  from  a  producer-retailer  was  certified 
to  contain  only  6.98  per  cent  of  solids  not  fat  (17.8  per  cent  of  added 
water).  An  “  appeal  to  cows"  sample  contained  9.0  per  cent  of  solids 
not  fat.  The  vendors  were  fined  £20  and  £1  2s.  Od.  costs,  two  previous 
convictions  having  been  proved  against  them. 

A  sample  of  milk  procured  from  a  producer-retailer  was  certified  to 
contain  only  5.7  per  cent  of  solids  not  fat  (32  per  cent  of  added  water) 
and  to  contain  nitrates  which  are  foreign  to  milk.  A  second  sample 
taken  on  the  following  day  in  the  dairy  was  certified  to  contain  only 
7.81  per  cent  of  solids  not  fat  (17.5  per  cent  of  added  water),  nitrates 
again  being  present.  An  'appeal  to  cows’  sample  contained  2.87  per 
cent  of  fat  and  8.47  per  cent  of  solids  not  fat  and  nitrates  were  absent. 
The  vendor  was  convicted  in  three  summonses,  the  fines  amounting  to 
£ 6  with  £1  12s.  6d.  costs. 

A  sample  of  milk  was  procured  from  a  producer  at  the  time  of 
delivery  under  contract  to  an  Institution  for  the  Mentally  Defective. 
The  milk  was  certified  to  contain  only  6.31  per  cent  of  solids  not  fat 
(25.7  per  cent  of  added  water).  An  “  appeal  to  cows  ”  sample 
contained  4.0  per  cent  of  fat  and  9.0  per  cent  of  solids  not  fat.  The 
vendor  was  fined  £5  and  £2.  2s.  Od.  costs. 

Samples  of  milk  were  procured  that  were  certified  to  be  deficient  in 
fat  to  the  extent  of  43,  38,  14.6  and  7.3  per  cent  respectively,  the 
vendors  in  each  instance  being  cautioned. 
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The  cocoa  was  free  from  chemical  preservatives. 

The  samples  of  margarine  were  genuine  and  contained  12.9,  12.8, 
15.1  and  14.8  per  cent  of  water  respectively.  They  contained  no  butter 
fat. 

Five  samples  of  Sweet  Spirits  of  Nitre  were  unsatisfactory,  three 
being  deficient  in  Ethyl  Nitrite  and  two  in  alcohol. 

Five  samples  of  Tincture  of  Iodine  were  deficient  in  alcohol ;  and 
five  samples  of  Ammoniated  Tincture  of  Quinine  were  unsatisfactory, 
three  being  deficient  in  alcohol  and  two  deficient  in  ammonia. 

Following  the  advice  of  the  Public  Analyst  the  vendors  were  com¬ 
municated  with  and,  where  necessary,  cautioned. 

HOSPITALS  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

A  scheme  for  isolation  hospital  accommodation  in  the  County  was 
drawn  up  after  a  conference  with  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  con¬ 
cerned. 

The  scheme,  however,  on  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  was 
turned  down,  and  developments  are  expected  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  erection  of  an  isolation  hospital  by  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Oxford. 

It  is  hoped  that  several  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  within  the 
County  will  be  able  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  with  the  Council 
of  the  City  of  Oxford  for  the  hospitalisation  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  occurring  within  their  respective  areas. 

CANCER. 

The  rate  for  the  County  was  1.728  per  1,000  of  the  population,  that 
for  England  and  Wales  being  1.563. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Committee.  Cases, 
however,  have  been  sent  to  a  London  hospital  for  radium  treatment  by 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Work  under  this  heading  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  during  the 
year. 
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During  1934  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
was  78,  and  of  non-pulmonary  41. 

Of  the  number,  46  were  notified  after  consultation  with  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer. 

The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  wras  .41  per  1,000  of 
the  resident  population,  compared  with  .48  in  1933,  and  the  death  rate 
from  non-pulmonary  was  .09  compared  with  .1  in  1933. 

Dispensaries. 

Tables  showing  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the  dispensaries 
and  also  the  results  of  institutional  treatment  are  given  at  the  end  of 
the  report. 

66  deaths  were  due  to  tuberculosis  of  which  54  were  from  disease 
of  the  respiratory  organs.

In  addition  to  the  cases  notified,  14  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  County  Council  during  the  year.  Thirteen 
of  these  were  pulmonary  and  one  non-pulmonary  case  of  the  disease. 
Two  persons  died  within  the  County  un-notihed.  Fourteen  cases 
were  “  imported  ”  into  the  County  from  another  area. 

Of  the  total  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year,  9  were  dead  within  1  month  of  notification,  3  (other 
cases)  were  dead  within  6  months  of  notification. 


Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

These  regulations  relate  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 
No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925.  Section  62. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory 
removal  of  a  patient  to  hospital  during  1934. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

14  beds  were  retained  at  the  Osier  Pavilion  during  the  year  by  the 
County.  In  addition  to  these  beds  there  were  provided  beds  at  other 
institutions,  viz.  :  The  Wingheld-Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital ;  Horton 
General  Hospital  ;  Peppard  Sanatorium ;  Margate  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital ;  Royal  National  Sanatorium,  Bournemouth ;  Papworth 
Sanatorium  ;  Children's  Hospital,  Coldash. 

148  persons  received  institutional  treatment  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  bed-days  available  at  institutions  other  than  the  Osier 
Pavilion  was  11,794,  representing  32  beds  kept  full. 
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Dispensaries. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  dispensaries  is  shown  in  Table  \  I. 

Ancillary  Treatment. 

Milk  and  malt  and  oil  are  supplied  to  persons  recommended  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer.  The  cost  of  milk  for  the  year  was  £260. 

Work  of  the  Care  Committee. 

The  Oxfordshire  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
continues  to  do  excellent  work.  Assistance  is  given  to  patients  in 
many  ways,  usually  in  a  form  that  would  be  outside  the  scope  of  the 
public  scheme. 

On  the  preventive  side,  a  small  country  home  of  seven  beds  is 
established  at  Hermitage  on  the  Berkshire  Downs  where  delicate 
children  are  sent  for  a  stay  of  6  weeks.  Forty-five  children  were  sent 
there  during  the  year. 

Hospital  treatment  was  also  provided,  one  boy  being  sent  to  Margate 
Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  three  adults  to  Hahnemann  Home,  Bourne¬ 
mouth,  six  children  and  four  adults  to  All  Saints  Home,  Eastbourne, 
one  boy  to  Seaford  Convalescent  Home,  one  girl  to  Hubert  Home, 
Bournemouth,  and  two  children  have  been  boarded  out. 

Nursing  and  attendance  have  been  provided  for  two  patients  who 
were  very  advanced  in  the  disease. 

Surgical  and  nursing  appliances  such  as  water  beds,  air  rings,  were 
provided  for  six  patients. 

Extra  milk  was  granted  to  20  delicate  children. 

Clothing  was  provided  for  many  patients  about  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital  or  sanatorium. 

Compensation  was  paid  in  eight  cases  where  infected  bedding  was 
destroyed. 

Fares  have  been  paid  in  all  necessitous  cases  and  arrangements 
made  for  children  to  be  taken  to  hospital. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  following  is  a  report  for  the  year  of  the  Inspector  of  Midwives

Eight  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  15  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were 
notified. 


6  midwives  were  temporarily  suspended  owing  to  having  been  in 
attendance  on  infectious  disease. 

The  Inspector  paid  290  visits  for  routine  inspection  of  midwives  to 
observe  their  methods  of  practice  and  to  examine  appliances.  971 
other  visits  were  paid.” 


Midwifery. 


Fees  earned  by  the  County  Council  Midwife  at  Henley-on-Thames 
amounted  during  the  year  to  £73  11s.  Od.  Her  services  are  given 
without  charge  to  persons  unable  to  afford  payment  of  the  fees.  Fees 
amounting  to  £568  2s.  2d.  were  paid  to  medical  practitioners  called 
in  to  assist  midwives  in  emergency.  Contributions  from  patients, 
amounting  to  £83  18s.  6d.  were  collected  towards  the  cost.  Hospital 
provision  for  maternity  is  made  by  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  their 
hospital  in  Walton  Street,  Oxford.  For  the  north  of  the  County 
accommodation  is  available  at  the  Warwickshire  County  Council 
Maternity  Hospital  at  Leamington  ;  and  for  the  South  of  the  County 
at  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading. 

The  Council  contributed  £270  per  annum  towards  the  cost  of  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  Maternity  Home. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia) 
Regulations  1926  the  services  of  a  consultant  were  requested  on  one 
occasion  and  for  difficult  labour  on  four  occasions.  Anti-Strepto- 
tococcus  serum  was  provided  in  two  cases,  and  Home  Helps  for  two 
families. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres. 


A  list  of  Centres  is  given  earlier  in  this  report. 

409  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year.  There  were  10,624 
attendances  and  34  lectures  were  given  to  the  mothers  on  mother- 
craft  and  other  subjects.  Hospital  treatment  under  the  Infant  Welfare 
Scheme  continued  to  be  provided.  12  children  were  operated  upon 
at  the  Burford  Cottage  Hospital  at  a  cost  of  £23  2s.  Od. 

Nine  Children  received  in-patient  treatment  at  the  Wingfield- 
Morris  Hospital  at  a  cost  of  £328  6s.  9d.  Two  children,  suffering  from 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  were  treated  at  the  Oxford  Eye  Hospital.

Health  Visitors. 

There  are  eleven  health  visitors,  who  are  whole-time  officers  of  the 
County  Council,  and  the  majority  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  Council 
for  many  years  and  their  experience  is  invaluable. 

Among  their  many  duties  may  be  mentioned  those  of  School  Nursing, 
Tuberculosis  Visiting,  visiting  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 
visiting  and  distribution  of  relief  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  Infant- 
life  Protection  visiting,  and  visiting  of  children  under  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Schemes. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  staff  during  the  year.

Supply  of  Milk  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act. 

Milk  is  provided  under  the  Council’s  Scheme  to  infants  under  one 
year  and  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  where  investigation  by  Health 
Visitors  has  proved  the  need  of  such  provision.  Cases  in  need  of 
assistance  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  through  Clinics, 
doctors,  private  persons  to  a  limited  extent,  and  in  the  vast  majority 
of  cases,  as  a  result  of  routine  visits  to  infants  by  the  Health  Visitors. 
Arrangements  are  made  for  all  milk  supplied  to  be  either  Grade  “  A  ” 
T.T.  or  Pasteurised  whenever  this  is  possible.  This  service  is  recognised 
as  of  great  value.  During  the  year  £454  Os.  9d.  was  spent  on  allowances 
of  milk.  183  babies  and  52  mothers  were  supplied  with  milk  and  of 
these  70  had  Grade  “  A  ”  T.T.  and  8  Pasteurised  milk.

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BLIND  PERSONS  ACT  1920. 

During  the  year  the  Council  provided  for  one  person  at  the  London 
Home  for  the  Aged  Blind. 

The  inspection  and  the  relief  of  the  unemployable  blind  and  also 
the  relief  of  their  dependents  continued  to  be  carried  out  through  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  There  were  181  persons  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Regular  visits  are  paid  by  the  Council’s  Health 
Visitors  to  approximately  150  of  these  blind  persons,  the  remainder 
being  of  independent  means,  or  in  institutions  ;  in  a  few  cases  visits 
are  not  desired. 

Reports  are  made  in  each  case  to  the  Central  Office  when  there  is 
need  for  further  assistance  in  the  form  of  money  or  kind  or  assistance 
in  the  household  work.  Stamped  cards,  addressed  to  the  Health 
Visitor  of  the  District,  are  left  at  the  houses  of  blind  persons  in  whose 
cases  there  is  prospect  of  urgent  relief  being  required. 

Lessons  in  Braille  and  Handicrafts  have  been  given  to  8  blind 
people  by  the  Home  Teacher  working  under  the  Blind  Society  and  for 
whose  salary  the  County  Council  is  responsible.  89  lessons  were 
given. 

41  persons  were  relieved  during  the  year.  The  cost  was  £ 763  15s.  6d. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Counties  of  Oxfordshire  and  Berkshire  and  the  City  of  Oxford 
continue  the  Agreement  with  the  Governors  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary 
whereby  free  treatment  is  given  to  all  applicants  at  the  Infirmary. 
The  total  cost  to  the  Infirmary  is  divided  in  respect  of  out-patients’ 
treatment  in  proportion  to  the  attendances  made  by  patients  from  the 
areas  of  the  three  authorities  and  as  regards  in-patients’  treatment  in 
accordance  with  the  number  of  days  on  which  beds  are  occupied  by 
such  patients. 

Each  authority  pays  the  cost  of  the  pathological  examinations  of 
its  own  patients. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  the  dates  and  time  being 
given  in  the  list  of  clinics  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  was  86,  males  67  and  females  19. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  for  the  first  time  during  the  year 
was  54,  37  males  and  17  females. 

The  total  number  treated  was  148,  109  males  and  39  females. 

The  number  of  cases  discharged  after  treatment  and  observation 
was  37,  20  males  and  17  females. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  males  was  778  and  by 
females  434. 
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177  specimens  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  gonoccoci  and  80 
serum  tests  for  syphilis  were  made.  Five  persons,  4  males  and  1  female, 
received  in-patient  treatment  amounting  to  146  bed-days. 

In  addition,  pathological  examinations  were  made  for  general 
practitioners,  for  the  detection  of  gonococci  and  serum  tests  for  syphilis. 

Fares  amounting  to  £10  17s.  4d.  were  paid  to  patients  attending  the 
clinic  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer,  were  unable  to  afford 
the  cost  of  travelling. 

CARE  OF  THE  MENTALLY  DEFECTIVE. 

In  order  that  the  Council  may  be  informed  of  the  important  work 
done  in  connection  with  Mental  Defectives  within  the  County  the 
following  report  is  included  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Services. 
I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  Miss  Gavin’s  work  during 
the  year  and  to  acknowledge  her  help  in  compiling  this  report. 

In  view  of  the  realization  of  the  importance  of  Mental  Health  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  Public  Health  Services  the  volume  of  work  has 
greatly  increased  of  late  years  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
augment  the  staff.  An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Oxford  City 
by  which  we  have  contracted  for  the  part  time  services  of  the  Petition 
Officer  or  her  Assistant. 

Miss  Gavin  took  up  her  duties  in  the  City  of  Oxford  on  1st  April 
1934  and  commenced  her  duties  in  the  County  on  the  same  date. 
For  the  first  few  months  she  was  mainly  occupied  in  getting  information 
as  to  the  previous  work  which  had  been  done  in  the  County,  in  co¬ 
ordinating  the  files  and  in  dealing  with  urgent  cases  requiring  immediate 
institutional  treatment  or  guardianship. 

The  ascertainment,  which  is  the  primary  duty  imposed  on  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  Acts,  had  been  efficiently  undertaken  and  there 
were  already  a  large  number  of  defectives  known  to  the  Committee 
who  were  being  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Owing,  however,  to 
the  lack  of  institutional  accommodation  and  of  facilities  for  training 
it  had  been  impossible  to  provide  proper  care  and  training  for  many  of 
the  cases.  With  the  opening  of  Borocourt  and  of  two  new  colonies  at 
Cell  Barnes,  near  St.  Albans,  and  Hortham,  near  Bristol,  it  became 
possible  to  deal  immediately  with  the  urgent  cases  and  Miss  Gavin  was 
instructed  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  as  soon  as  possible. 

A  large  number  of  new  cases  have  also  been  referred  not  only  by 
the  Education  Authority  and  the  Poor  Law  Authority,  but  also  by 
private  doctors,  Health  Visitors,  parents  and  others.  Most  of  these 
cases  have  been  visited  and  reports  made  to  the  Committee  to  enable 
them  to  arrive  at  a  decision  as  to  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  each 
individual  case. 
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Visits. 

All  cases  under  Statutory  Supervision  and  Guardianship  are  visited 
regularly  by  the  Health  Visitors  who  also  keep  in  friendly  touch  with 
those  under  Voluntary  Supervision.  They  also  furnish  the  necessary 
reports  on  home  conditions  for  the  visitors  considering  the  re-certifica- 
tion  or  discharge  of  any  patient  under  Order. 

The  Ascertainment  Officer  visits  all  cases  referred  as  suspected 
mental  defectives  and  reports  upon  them.  She  also  makes  the  necessary 
visits  for  any  patient  being  certified  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act 
and  conveys  them  to  and  from  Institutions,  with  an  escort  where 
necessary. 


Institutions. 


Borocourt. 

During  the  year  14  women  and  2  girls  were  admitted,  of  whom  11 
were  transferred  from  other  Institutions,  leaving  only  2  vacancies. 
The  2  girls  (under  16)  were  subsequently  transferred  to  the  Manor 
House,  Aylesbury,  at  the  request  of  the  Joint  Board,  in  exchange  for 
two  adult  patients  chargeable  to  Buckinghamshire. 

One  girl  has  been  placed  out  on  licence  from  Borocourt  as  a  maid  in  a 
hospital  where  she  is  doing  well. 

Chipping  Norton  P.L.I. 

Two  males  have  been  admitted  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.

For  lack  of  suitable  accommodation  at  either  Borocourt  or  Chipping 
Norton  P.L.I.  agreements  were  drawn  up  with  the  following  Certified

It  is  the  practice  in  all  modern  colonies  to  allow  the  patients  to  visit 
their  homes  from  time  to  time  where  the  conditions  have  been  reported 
suitable  for  their  reception  and  for  those  patients  who  have  no  homes 
to  go  to,  the  Institutions  provide  for  a  holiday  at  the  seaside,  or  in  a 
camp  during  the  summer  months.  The  parents  are  also  encouraged 
to  visit  their  children  at  frequent  intervals  and  to  write  to  them  as  often 
as  possible.  Patients  in  Institutions  who  have  children  of  their  own 
are  also  taken  to  visit  them  at  regular  intervals. 
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Guardianship. 

Four  patients  (3  women  and  one  man)  were  placed  under  guardian¬ 
ship  at  home  and  a  small  grant  towards  their  maintenance  paid  by  the 
Committee.  One  was  a  patient  referred  from  Littlemore  Mental 
Hospital  who  appears  to  have  settled  down  well  and  helps  about  the 
house. 


Occupation  Centres. 

Centres  for  children  who  are  excluded  from  the  elementary  schools 
owing  to  their  inability  to  profit  from  ordinary  education  are  being 
provided  in  the  large  towns  but  this  is  more  difficult  to  arrange  in  the 
country  districts  owing  to  the  small  number  in  each  village  and  dif¬ 
ficulties  in  transport. 

There  is  a  large  Occupation  Centre  in  Oxford  City  where  the  children 
are  given  training  in  all  kinds  of  handwork,  gardening,  carpentry,  etc., 
and  where  they  are  provided  with  a  hot  dinner  in  the  middle  of  the  day 
followed  by  a  rest. 

By  arrangement  with  the  City  three  children  living  within  reach  of 
this  Centre  have  been  allowed  to  attend  and  appear  to  be  profiting  by 
the  training  provided.  In  one  of  these  cases  the  Committee  are  helping 
the  parents  by  giving  a  small  grant  towards  the  bus  fare  to  the  Centre. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  similar  Centre  may  be  started  in  Banbury  on 
smaller  lines  as  the  mothers  have  already  expressed  their  desire  for  this. 

Clinics. 

Children. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Williams  and  Dr.  Good  a  few  children 
have  been  referred  for  examination  at  the  Education  Clinic  for  Problem 
Children  at  Bury  Ivnowle,  Headington.  A  school  report  coupled  with 
a  social  worker’s  report  on  the  home  conditions  is  furnished  on  each 
child  together  with  a  detailed  physical  report  before  the  psychological 
examination  is  made.  Children  from  a  distance  are  fetched  with  their 
parents  by  car.  As  there  are  an  increasing  number  of  children  being 
referred  and  the  waiting  list  for  the  City  cases  is  already  over¬ 
burdened,  it  is  hoped  that  some  arrangement  can  be  made  for  further 
co-operation  with  the  City  to  deal  with  the  increase. 

Adults. 

A  neurological  clinic  is  held  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  on  two  after¬ 
noons  a  week  at  which  many  patients  from  the  County  attend  for 
treatment.  Although  it  has  not  so  far  been  part  of  the  duties  of  the 
Ascertainment  Officer  to  attend  at  this  Clinic,  she  has  been  instructed  to 
do  so  in  one  or  two  special  cases. 

The  City  Petitioning  Officer  attends  regularly  as  part  of  her  duty 
under  the  Mental  Treatment  Act  1930  and  should  the  doctors  wish  for 
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any  additional  information  on  a  County  case  she  refers  the  matter 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

One  girl  referred  as  a  mental  defective,  on  visiting  was  thought  to 
be  more  of  a  case  of  a  problem  in  behaviour  than  a  defective.  Further 
investigation  and  observation  were  considered  necessary  and  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  her  to  attend  the  Radcliffe  Clinic  and  be  admitted 
to  the  Mission  House  for  observation.  The  Voluntary  Association  for 
Mental  Welfare  made  this  possible  by  making  a  grant  towards  the  cost 
of  maintenance  there  which  was  supplemented  by  contributions  from 
the  parents. 

The  result  of  this  observation  and  further  investigation  was  to  con¬ 
firm  the  opinion  that  she  was  not  defective  and  psychological  treatment 
for  her  behaviour  difficulties  was  given  at  the  Clinic.  It  is  hoped  that 
at  a  later  date  and  after  some  further  training  at  the  Mission  House 
she  may  be  placed  out  in  a  situation. 

Petitioning. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  vacancies  available  in  institutions 
an  unusual  number  of  fresh  certifications  have  been  necessary.  It  was 
therefore  found  convenient  to  appoint  Miss  Gavin  as  Assistant  Petition 
Officer  in  addition  to  Mrs.  Pearse. 

The  Ascertainment  Officer  is  also  responsible  for  arranging  for  the 
conveyance  of  defectives  to  and  from  institutions  and  for  obtaining 
Iransfer  and  Varying  Orders  when  needed.
